SELECTION OF SEED 
CORN IS IMPORTANT 
Urbana. III.—Careful selection 
of seed corn from the field is the 
most important of the first steps 
toward insuring a good corn crop 
next year, according to George W. 
Donga n 
of tTie crop 
prod notion 
denartment of the University of 
Illinois. 
Not only should it be 
selected 
from 
the 
field, in his 
opinion, but it should be selected 
when the parent plant of each ear 
may he examined. 
“The most satisfactory t3me to 
do this is when the husks of the 
ears are brown and the leaves and 
stalk of the plants are green. If 
seed is not selected until after a 
killing frost or until the stalks 
and leaves are completely dead, 
there is no way of tailing whether 
the plant matured normally 
or 
was ripened by injury from dis­ 
ease. 
Then too, disease causing 
organisms develop rapidly in dead 
plants, especially during 
warm 
moist weather and if seed is not 
selected 
until 
after the 
corn 
plants are ripe, the chance of ob­ 
taining healthy seed is greatly re­ 
duced. 
“Fully matured ears supported 
by strong shanks on upright stur­ 
dy stalks have shown greater vig­ 
or and more resistance to the rot 
diseases than seed from any other 
type of plant. 
Weak and brok­ 
en shanks almost always 
carry 
ears of poor 
yielding 
ability, 
j Broken stalks and leaning plants 
are usually diseased. 
“ White streaks in the blades or 
an unusual amount of firing is al­ 
so a symptom of weakness. 
The 
beat seed ears are well 
covered 
with husks over the tip.”

SPRINGFIELD. 
111. — Con­ 
struction of hard roads In Illinois 
during 1922 will fall short of the 
goal aet by Governor Small of I,- 
OOO miles because of the coal and 
rail strikes, according to a state 
ment issued to the public over the 
signature of C. It. Miller, direct­ 
or of the Department of Public 
Works and Buildings and Frank 
T. Sheets, superintendent of high­ 
ways. 
Up to September 2 this year ap. 
proximately 470 miles of 
pave­ 
ment had been completed accord­ 
ing to the statement, which de­ 
clared that this breaks records of 
all previous years. The total mile­ 
age of pavement laid during the 
whole year was 414 miles, which 
is far short of what will have 
been accomplished when 11)22 is 
over, the statement says. 
Road construction was 
going 
along at a merry clip, approach­ 
ing a rule of 50 miles a 
week, 
when the industrial crisis came 
and spoiled all the plans. 
The 
cement manufacturers felt 
the 
pinch of the coal shortage and 
many mills wore shut down while 
others operated on a hand 
to 
mouth basis, it is said. 
The greatest week in road con­ 
struction this year was that e n d ­ 
ing July 27. when 441 miles of 
18 foot pavement were completed 
Some contractors laid as high as 
6,500 feet in a week, and 
the 
largest day’s run for one mixei 
was 1,305 feet or practically a 
quarter of a mile. 
At the peak of the operations 
7,100 men and 1,400 teams were 
employed on the road work prop­ 
er, not counting the employes en­ 
gaged in production of 
cement, 
sand, stone' and other materials. 
Resumption of coal operations 
made conditions even worse, the 
statement added, for it took out 
of tho road building industry rail­ 
road cars which were needed to 
move the coal output. 
"As coal shipments increase It 
can only be expected that this con. 
dltion will become more acute,’' 
the statement sa#<r 
"It becomes 
necessary for the general public 
to take cognizance of the conditi­ 
ons which were beyond the con­ 
trol of the state government, and 
to realize that the Division of 
Highways is powerless in this In­ 
dustrial crisis. 
"Thruout tile entire depressing 
period, the Illinois highway offi­ 
cials have maintained a most op­ 
timistic attitude. 
They have re 
fused to all the season's work off 
footing that some r^*ief was bound 
to come. 
"Thts relief lias begun to m a ­ 
terialize and it is hoped that I iii 
nots’ shattered road program may 
be patched together to make a 
creditable showing for 
the 
re­ 
mainder of the year."

President Scott reiterated his

American university is better than 
a first-class battleship in secur­ 
ing peace between the 
affected 
nations, and added: "Our 
rela­ 
tions are likely to be cordial with 
those nations from which young 
nipn and women are now coming 
to study fn American Institutions 
of higher 
learning. 
Last 
year 
there were 7234 foreign students 
of collegiate or professional grade 
studying in our universities. 
Of 
this number, the largest group— 
1487— come from the sister re­ 
public of China.** 
The head of Northwestern also 
declared that the friendliness ex­ 
isting between England and Amer 
ica has been materially strength­ 
ened by the exchange of students 
between the two 
countries. 
He 
said that last year 4 60 of 
our 
young men and women studied in 
the British Isles whereas during 
the same year at least 1,000 Brit­ 
ish students were scattered about 
America in our voading universi­ 
ties and professional schools. 
" F o r securing peace," 
Presi­ 
dent Scott added, "nothing is so 
effective as the education in ou* 
universities of trios* who are to 
become leaders in their respective 
foreign nations."
